I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1958* 


As  far  as  can  be  judged  by  the  vital  statistics  the  health  of  the 
District  remained  satisfactory.  Deaths  numbered  three  moi’e  than  in  the 
previous  year,  while  there  were  two  fever  births,  but  the  favourable  balance 
of  births  over  deaths  continued.  There  was  one  infant  death,  at  the  age  of 
two  days. 


Once  again  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
low,  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  being  notified.  Vaccination 
against  the  latter  disease  continued,  with  an  extension  in  age  range. 

In  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  there  is  a 
further  record  of  steady  progress.  A  main  water  supply  was  provided  for  the 
Parish  of  Whit  stone  by  the  extension  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board*  s  mains 
to  that  area.  The  rise  from  12  to  40  per  cent  in  the  percentage  of 
inhabited  houses  provided  with  a  full  main  supply  in  the  past  7  years  is  a 
matter  of  satisfaction,  but  future  extensions  and  improvements  are  indicated. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Yeo,  the  Council's 
Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  Ms  valuable  co-operation  in  all 
aspects  of  our  "v/ork  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

The  Council's  continued  encouragement  and  support  are  most 
gratefully  acknowledged.

Area  (in  acres)  56,285*  The  Rural  District  of  Stratton  is  mainly 
agricultural  in  character  and  the  tourist  industry  in  the  coastal  area 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  community  life* 

Population.  The  Registrar  C-eneral  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  to  he  5>  230.  The  "natural  increase”  in  the  population  is  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths.  In  1958  there  were  59  deaths  and  77  births, 
18  more  births  than  deaths.

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  correction  to  allow  for 
the  difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  popula-tions.  This 
is  done  by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "Area 
Comparability  Factor”  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
as  1.08  for  this  District. 


The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  12.18  which  may  be 
compared  with  that  of  11.5  for  England  and  Wales 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  was  77 
compared  with  79  in  1957*  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is 
14.72.  When  the  Registrar  General's  Area  Comparability  Factor  for 
births  (1.30)  is  applied  to  this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is 
19*13  for  this  District,  compared  with  16.4  for  England  and  Wales 

Stillbirths *  There  v/ere  no  stillbirths  during  1958* 

Illegitimate  Births.  There  were  3  illegitimate  births  in  the  District 
during  the  year,  compared  with  1  in  1957* 

Maternal  Mortality.  No  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  death  of  one  infant  under  one  year  of  age  was 
recorded  during  the  year,  the  cause  of  death,  at  the  age  of  two  days , 
being  pneumonia  due  to  prematurity. 
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NO  IE:  Vital  Statistics.  It  is  important  that  too  much  weight  should 
not  he  attached  to  small  variations  in  these  rates  from  one  year  to  the 
other,  particularly  where  relatively  small  populations  are  involved  - 
attention  should  rather  he  paid  to  the  trend  of  these  rates  over  a 
period  of  years.

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GHMDRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  194 6,  are  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the  district 
and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity  medical  services. 


County  Council  Services 


I  Health  Department .  The  Comity  Council  is  the  local  health  authority 
for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
and  provides  the  following  services  in  the  district: 


Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing:  Nurse-midwives  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 


(b)  Health  Visiting:  The  nurse-midwives  act  also  as  Health  Visitors 
and,  with  special  trailing  in  the  case  of  the  mother  and  young 
child,  are  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters  in  the  home 
or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses. 


(c)  Infant  Welfare  Centre:  A  fortnightly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 


(d)  Dental  Clinic:  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  fortnightly  at  ’the  Castle,  Bude. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation:  Facilities  for  vaccination 

against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria, whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  are  provided  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
or  by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doctor.  Sessions 
are  held  regularly  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination. 

(  f )  Home  Help  Service:  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a  charge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
concerned# 


(g)  Ambulance  Service:  A  service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used.  When  appropriate 
some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a 
voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the 
service  is  carried  on  from  the  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 

(h)  Prevention  of  Illness.  Care  and  After-care:  A  full-time  tuber¬ 

culosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  tiie  care  and  after-care 
of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are  available  to 
assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons  when  required  by 
the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain  special  investi¬ 
gations  are  carried  out  in  other  types  of  illness  by  district 
health  visitors,  while  health  education  is  carried  out  by  the 
County's  Medical  and  Nursing  staff. 
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( j)  Mental  Health:  The  County  Council  has  certain  re spons ibilities 

in  connection  with  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency,  with  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision, 
etc.  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  community,  and  with 
the  provision  of  after-care  following  treatment  for  mental 
illness*  The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  for  the  district  works 
from  the  Health  lire  a  Office,  Launceston 

II  Education  Department:  As  Local  Education  Authority,  the  County 

Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which  provides 
the  following  :~

It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision  of  temporary  accommodation 
in  certain  circumstances  for  persons  in  urgent  need  thereof.  The 
Welfare  Officer  for  the  district  works  from  the  Health  Area  Office, 
Launceston* 


Hospital  Service 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital  authority  for 
the  Area.  Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  provides  in-patient  end  out-patient 
facilities  in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in 
Plymouth  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the 
Scott  Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth, and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthy  or 
Tehidy  Sanatoria.  Men  tad  hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  St  .Lawrence *  s 
Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin,  and  Moorfields  Hospital,  Ivybridge, Devon. 

in  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Castle,  Bude  and  a  Physiotherapy 
Clinic  at  Dawfield  Hospital,  Holsworthy.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  at 
Launceston  Hospital.  An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school 
children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Bude.  A  Specialist  Ante-Natal 
clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  week. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Exeter.  . 

to  which  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent.

WATER 

Steady  progress  in  the  provision  of  piped  main  water  supplies 
has  "been  maintained  during  the  year* 


The  number  of  inhabited  dwellings  provided  with  full  main 
supplies  has  risen  from  12  to  40  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  houses 
during  the  past  seven  years,  and  premises  provided  with  full  main 
supply  now  number  679  • 


Of  the  ten  Parishes  comprising  the  Stratton  Rural  District  the 
following  eight  Parishes  have  been  merged  for  the  purposes  of  water 
supply  into  the  area  of  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  :  -

The  remaining  two  parishes,  viz.  Marhamchurch  and  Poundstock,  are  at 
present  within  the  Statutory  Water  Area  of  the  Bude-Stratton  Urban 
District  Council. 


Prior  to  the  Council  becoming  a  constituent  member  of  the 
North  Devon  Water  Board,  interim  ’water  supply  schemes,  with  the  supplies 
derived  from  boreholes,  had  been  carried  out  to  serve  the  village  areas 
in  the  Parishes  of  nor  wens  tow,  Kilkhampton,  Launcells,  St.  G-ennys  and 
Week  St.  Mary*  These  supplies  are  now  under  the  management  of  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board. 

During  the  past  year  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  have  extended 
their  water  mains  throughout  the  Parish  of  Whitstone,  and  some  63  premises 
have  been  connected  thereto* 

At  Marhamchurch  123  houses  are  supplied  satisfactorily  from  the 
Bude-Stratton  Urban  District  Council's  main  supply.  Pive  farms  are  supplied 
by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 

At  Widemouth  114  houses  are  provided  with  main  water  supply  by  a 
private  water  company  who  purchase  their  water  in  bulk  from  the  Bude-Stratton 
Urban  District  Council,  and  this  is  supplemented  during  the  summer  months  by 
a  borehole  which  is  owned  by  the  Company. 

The  supply  in  this  area  is  not  altogether  satisfactory  and  considera¬ 
tion  is  at  present  being  given  to  the  possibilities  of  transferring  both  this 
Parish  and  the  Parish  of  Marhamchurch  into  the  area  of  the  North  Devon  Water 
Board. 

At  Bangors,  Poundstock,  the  main  water  supply  scheme , which  provides 
for  27  houses,  School,  Sunday  school,  two  farms  and  Parish  Hall,  is  maintained 
by  the  Rural  District  Council.  The  supply  is  adequate  and  the  quality 
satisfactory. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWSRAG-E 


The  sparsely  populated  nature  of  the  district  with  a  housing  density 
of  only  one  house  to  every  33  acres  renders  impractical  any  comprehensive 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  whole  area. 

The  Council  have,  however,  pursued  a  steady  policy  of  providing 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  to  all  villages  and  hamlets  of 
more  than  six  houses.  Resulting  from  this  policy  the  Council  now  control 
some  8  miles  of  sewer,  of  which  nearly  7  miles  have  "been  laid  down  by  the 
Council  during  the  post  war  period. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  cost  of  rather  more  than  half 
of  the  total  length  of  sewers  in  the  district  has  been  defrayed  out  of 
current  revenue  and  no  undue  financial  burden  has  therefore  been  placed  on 
the  future  generation  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  this  very  necessary 
amenity. 


The  disposal  of  sewage  has  involved  the  construction  of  18  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  catering  for  papulations  varying  from  40  to  600  persons. 

The  provision  of  main  sewers  in  the  district  is  now  approaching 
its  economic  limit.  The  Council  now  propose  to  devote  their  main  attention 
to  the  improvement  of  the  existing  disposal  works  where  required. 

A  summary  of  the  disposal  arrangements  in  the  various  Parishes  is 
set  out  here-under  : - 

Morwenstow.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  schemes  are  provided  at  Shop, 
Woodford,  Woolley  and  Gooseham.  In  the  case  of  Shop  and  Woodford  only 
partial  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Kid-khampton.  This  is  the  largest  village  in  the  area  and  the  modem 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  system  which  was  laid  down  some  four  years  ago 
continues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Marhamc hurc h .  This  village  is  satisfactorily  sewered  with  the  exception 

of  one  road  on  tho  outskirts. 

Whit stone .  The  village  of  Boot,  including  the  Council  Housing  Estate, 
is  provided  with  a  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  system. 

Pounds  took.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  schemes  are  provided  at 
Widemouth  Bay,  Bangors  and  Treskinnick  Cross. 


Week  St.  Mary.  A  satisfactory  modem  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
system  has  been  provided  in  this  village. 

North  Tamerton.  Two  small  satisfactory  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
schemes  are  provided  in  this  Parish. 
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Brookhill  Road,St.G-ennys.  The  modem  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  scheme 
in  this  portion  of  the  Parish  continues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

G-rimscott,  Launeells.  A  satisfactory  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  system 
is  provided.

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PKEYALEtTOE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
_ _ _ AND  OTHER  DISEASES, 

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following  smallpox,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever,  typhus  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever,  relapsing  fever,  plague,  poliomyelitis, 
tuberculosis,  malaria,  dysentery,  puerperal  pyrexia,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  scute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia, whooping 
cough,  measles,  acute  encephalitis,  meningococcal  infection  and  food 
poisoning* 


The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III., 

Diphtheria*  No  cases  were  notified  during  1958*  45  children  received  a 

complete  course  of  immunisation  against  the  disease,  the  triple  antigen 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  almost  all 
instances  * 


Measles.  Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year* 


Whooping  Gough.  Eight  cases,  all  children,  were  notified  during  the  year • 

One  of  these  had  been  immunised  against  the  disease* 

Poliomyelitis.  No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
against  this  disease  continued,  the  Minister  of  Health  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  announcing  a  further  extension  of  the  scheme*  This  introduced 
third  or  booster  doses  for  those  who  had  already  had  two  injections  and 
extended  the  age  range  to  include  all  persons  bom  since  the  beginning  of  1933* 

614  persons  received  a  course  of  two  injections  during  the  year.  The 
majority  of  these  were  children,  but  the  number  included  some  young  adults 
and  some  of  the  other  priority  groups,  e.g.  expectant  mothers.  A  total  of 
833  persons  had  received  two  injections  since  the  introduction  of  this  type 
of  vaccination  in  195 6 • 

Smallpox*  No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year,  during  which  37  primary 
vaccinations  were  carried  out. 


Scarlet  Fever.  One  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  during  the  year. 

This  was  a  child  on  holiday  at  a  farm  in  the  district,  who  was  admitted  to 
the  isolation  hospital.  All  of  the  milk  at  the  farm  went  to  a  local  factory7, 
where  it  ms  subjected  to  pasteurisation,  but  as  an  additional  safeguard, 
nasal  and  throat  swabs  from  all  contacts  at  the  farm  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  haemolytic  streptococcus,  the  causative 
organism  of  scarlet  fever,  was  not  recovered  from  two  successive  series  of 
swabs.

B.C.G-.  Vaccination  continues  to  be  offered  to  all  susceptible  contacts 
of  known  cases,  most  of  whom  avail  themselves  of  this  protection. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G-.  Vaccination  of  susceptible  school  leavers  was 
continued  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year,  again  with  a  good  response. 

OTHER  DISEASES 


Cancer  of  the  Lung.  A  further  male  death  from  this  cause  during  the  year 
brings  the  total  from  this  disease  since  1949  to  13  male  and  2  female 
deaths.  Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  since  that  year  now  total  44  male 
and  47  female  deaths.  In  a  decade,  therefore,  almost  one  third  of  all  male 
cancer  deaths  in  the  Rural  District  have  been  due  to  cancer  of  thqiung. 

The  association  of  this  fonn  of  cancer  with  smoking  is  now  established. 
Atmospheric  pollution  can  hardly  be  held  to  be  a  factor  in  a  rural  district, 
without  industry,  bounded  on  one  side  by  3 >000  miles  of  ocean  from  which  the 
prevailing  winds  blow. 

"If  preventable,  why  not  prevented?"  asked  King  Edward  VEL  in  another 
connection.  In  this  instance,  prevention  depends  on  the  individual  and 
no  other  disease  lias  excited  more  interest  nor  has  had  more  publicity  - 
verb.  sap.
